Hon. Willlam A. Eaxton was found by a
reporter, who was instricted to nscertain, of
possible, what cnuses oxistod for the moves
meat reported to have been maoe for a
chnnge In the munagement of theatock yards,
Mr. axton’s reply was somoewhat cvasive.
He sald that the business of the stockyards
was ol present in a very satisfactory condi-
“tion: that more stock was belng received
this year than last, and thut a very encour-
aging increass hud marked tho business of
the company from the day it commenced to
receive stock, He was proud of the fact that
he hod been one ot the incorporators of a
company which has raised Omuahs o five

jears to the  thard pucking  center
o the United States. He confidont-

¢ belleved that  within  two years

mahn  would roach second place as
0 pork-preiing centar,  Tusupport of this
belief he sald that the great stock-raising
region of the wost was tributary to Omalin.
Kansas City was, however, endeavoring by
every possible means Lo take from this terri-
tory that which naturally would come to
Omaha If the business was properly
worked."

*The railronds have been treating us very
iﬂirl}', In my opioion. It Is true that thoy

had wn eoye t the long
haul, but the B, & M shows a
wvory kind disposition towards Omahn. The

worst feature in this railrond matter is the
oharige of 0 a car across the Unlon Pacifie
bridge for every carof stock coming from
Wwestern lowna. The Union Pacifie charies
that amount for hauling o car from Couneil
Bluffs to the stock yards. We have been
working hard for some time past to have tlus
rate uend, and at one time we succecdod
In getting vhe Union Pacific to agree o a rate
of # a car for this service, provided the
Iown roads would mnake up thelr cars of

ptock Into a  train in the Union
Pacifie yards at the transfer
B0 that the Union Pacific might hiteh

Ao engine to it and  take it to the stockyards
at South Omahn, This systom, however, of
handling the stock consignments from woest.
ern lowa did not prove satisfactory, and the

“The South Omahn Stockyards company
anid the packers are now engaged in an effort
to induce the railronds in lowa to make it

The lown roads have stub-
bornly fought all previous attempts to bring
tock nere because thiey want the long haul
Chicago on the business. They have
treated Omnhe very unfairly in this matter,
en golog so far as to switch car loads of
ck on to intermediate side tracks, and
leave them there for ten hours before brine-
fng them o the transfer, for the sole purpose
bf rendering the shipment of stock to this
market unprofitable,
“And this is not nill. It is next to impos-
ible for a shipper of stock in* western lowa
réceive an empty oar for the purpose of

s Bhipping stock westward, but when he nsks

for curs on which to ship stock to Chicago,

_Bhero is not the slightesy delay in getting
them. This s a matter which the intor-state
commerce commission will have to take hold
of sooner or iater, und if it is the last thiog I
do before 1 die, 1 mean to bring these lowa
rouds to time, Evory stock shipper within n
bundred miles of Omaha ought to and would
ship his stock to this market if the railroads
would meet him holf way., The newspapera
uuﬁm to thoroughly investigate this matter
gnd aid in the movement to compel the lowa
roads to give Omaha a square deal in this
matter."

Dickinson Misquoted.

Ansistant-General Manager Dickinson, of
the Union Pacifie, whose name has been
mentioned in connection with the manage-
ment of the Union stock yards, at South
Omahns, has revurned from Sioux City. Con-
perning the matter he said: I did not say to
the correspondent at Sioux City that I would
mot nocept the position; I did not say that I
wyould aceept or thot I bhad entortained the
puatter in uny way. Consaquently, [ was
misquoted. will sny, however, that & fow
days ngol a conference was hold between
myself and certain stookholders of the South
Omaha stock yards, They did not formally
tonder me the position referrod to
but made me a proposition which I have
under consideration, 1 have not sald whoether
} would or would not accept. I will have to
ook the situstion over and see what is to ve
done before I can render my answer. I have
not as yet given the matter my attention, and
eansequently can not suv just what 1 will do.
The aunouncement that I had declined te ac-
peptiho situation, let me repeat, is untrue;
peither have I accepted. As I nave just
said, 1 huye the matter under consideration.”

Vrooman Talks,

George Vreooman, chiirman of the griev-
ance committes of the Brotherhood of Loco-
motive Engineers, is in Omaha, As regards
the ruport of another break in the ranks of
engineors, he sald he bad heard that a cor-
tain western road had decided to move
wguinst the brotherhood, but that he had
not ascertained which road it was, “‘We
are in better condition to meet an  lsaue of
this kiod,"she sald, “than over. If it means
another strike, it will be a strike of no small
mupegnitude. In its fight with the Burlington
all the other roads held that road up and
rendered it assistance. If it comes to an-
other Issue of this kind, this kind of work
will not be allowed, and not
car can be moved by u connecting line. Let
me say that the road that attacks our order
aguin will be in the bands of a receiver in-
side of sixty days. We do not seek the il
will of any road, but we will maiutain our
rights,

A GUILTY CONSCIENCE.
It Leada to a Frand and Consignes
Georege Freyer to Prison,
Gieorge J, Froeyer, tho man arrested In
Madison county some weeks ago by Deputy
United statos Marshal Stowart, ns a fugitive
from justice, from Canads, has beon sen-
tenced to the penitentinry for Seveu years,
Froyer was the agent of the American
Expross company st Ontario, Canada, and
fell into nrrears through embezzlement and

forgery in his accounts to the exient of
#,000. Hefed the country. He camo to the
United States and drifted from place to
place until he was finally apprehonded
at Madison, in this state. The express com-
pany employed the most skilled deteotives to
hunt him down and exponded ovor £10,000 ip
this effort, but without success until he was
locsted and taken into custody by Marstal
Stewart, Heleft o wife in London, Canada,
who followed him to the states, and finally
obtuined a divores from him in Chicago.

Freyer, on gnlltnﬁ salely  into
country, went to Kansus, where
bouvht -+ a small stock farm and
proceeded to get rich, He changed his
nomp to Charles J. Baldwin, and was iden.
tifled only by wccident. Theeonstant fear of
arrest haunted and annoyed bim boyond
measure, and he was incessantly al work en-
deavoring to devise some means to relieve
himself of this never-ceasing terror., Pinally
he went to the small town nearest his ranch
and apphea to a physician for medicine for
an alleged siock man nt his place. The physi-
olan said he would be compelled to visit the
farm and diognose the case. Fryer said this
wins unnecessary, and besides, he
lived twenty miles AWy, and  he
could describe the invalid's symptoms with
suMcient accuracy to justify the doctor's 1s-
suing a preseription, He did so. Several
times afterward he visited the doctor's offico
and got medicines, and finally, one day last
winter, he calied and juformed the doctor
that his patiout was doad. He said that his
name was George J, Fryer, and he asgod for
a certitieate of death. The doctor refused
to give nim vthis, but finally gave him a cor-
tificate testifying that George J. Fryer had
not died of any contacions diseasec.
Then Fryer disappeared, it
wns doeveloped that hea got the
remains of some doad man, and, slong
with the Kansas doctor's ccrtlﬁmly, shipped
them w London, Canada. [t was Freyer's
dying request thut he be buried there along
with his little davghter,

T'tie express authorities who handled the
corpse were suspicious and the United States
authorities at Omaba were communicated
with, Murshal Stewart, with assistants, was
detailed to investigate the affair. He visited
Kansas and found out all about the man
Baldwin, that he had come there a perfoct
stranger, bought o stock farm, got
rich, married a lovely girl of the quist coun-
tryside, then sudadenly and mysteriously dis-
appeared. After weeks of arduous search
be was traced to Madison county, this state,
proven to be Fryer himself, and arrested. He
acknowledged and asccompanied Marshal
Stewart back to London without necessitat-
ing the requisition process,

Yesterday Stewart received a letter
atating that Fryer had confessed to forgery
and embezzlement, and had bLeen given seven
years, s above related.

On April 9 Robert Dunean, superintendent
of plumbing, notifica William S. Spelman,
who has the contract for the plumbing in
the New York Life Insurance building, that
Lis work wns not up to the requiretments of
the plumbing ordinance, and asked him to
se@ that il was improved,

Yosterday the superintendent semt In.
spector Ed Taylor to soo if the notice had
boen complied with,

When Taylor entored the building, ho was
recognized by Spelman, and s moment later
Cramg, Spelman®s foreman, came up, it is
alleged, and ordered the elty ingpector ont
of the building, threatening to throw him
out i he did not immediately retire,

Mr. Taylor says he told the foreman that
ha was sent thers by Superintendent Duy-
can, whose business it was to look after such
matters, und he was only doing his duty as
an ofcial of the city, Huy the fore-
mwan repeated his order and signified his in-
tention of putting his thiroat into execution.

Mr. Taylor, thinking discretion the better
part of valor,loft the place.  He Immedintely
reported to the Saporintendent Duncan, and
that official repaired to the scene to soe
if  the story were true. He found
It was not only correct, but was treated al-
most us badly as was bis deputy, the fore-
man refusing to let him inspect the plumbing
work on the building or even see the dia-
grams showing the location of the pipes,

Mvr. Duncan has made complaint to the oity

Plumbing Inspector Duncan went beforo
the mavor inthe afterroon and upon the rep-
resentation that he has been unable to fulfill
his dutics in regard to the New York Lifo
bullding, as nbove detailed, he was given an
order to the cnief of police requiring that
ofticial to furnish bim and his assistants with
a police bodyguard while they inspected the
plumbing in the building in question,

man, who wanted to auit, his timo, and on
no conditions to  hire him afterwards, as the
company was pushing the completion of the
water works as  rapidly as  possible
and would have no workmen who were not
relinble,

This commuuication was delivered to the
various workmen and bad the effect of sot-
tling the dificulty.

A local paver last night stated that the
plasterer’s union had held a meeting anl de-
cided to demand higher wages, This is not
true. Ata meeting of the union held last
night the paper in question was scored for
printing such an unwarranted statemoent.
